Four fine herds from as many states as- 
sembled at Meridian, Mississippi, to partic- 
ipate in the exercises for the Mississippi- 
Alabama Fair Association to be held Octo- 
ber 10th to 15th. French Broad Farms from 
Tennessee and Messrs. Harmon from Ken- 
tucky came nearly equal distances from 
home; Holmes Thompson, of Indiana and 
Chas. Shipton, of Iowa, went a long way to 
show their goods to those 
interested in making a 
better cattle country out 
of the Southland. 

Superintendent W. A. 
Lyerly, Jr., of the beet 
cattle division was indeed 
elated to have such a 
strong beef cattle show- 
ing this year. There were 
good herds of Herefords 
and Shorthorns and they 
made an excellent show- 
ing but he says the exhib- 
it of Aberdeen - Angus 
proved to be the big draw- 
ing card in the beef cattle 
section. The live stock 
exhibits were so strong 
that there was not suffic- 
ient room to house them— 
many were turned away 
on that account. 

The agricultural exhib- 
its were fine this year too. 
Swine and poultry upheld 
their end of the _ pro- 
gram. While the Heretord, 
Shorthorn and Aberdeen-Angus supplied 
the best beef cattle show ever experienced 
on these grounds, Superintendent Lyerly 
says “the Aberdeen-Angus cattle show was 
the best ever held and brought forth more 
favorable comment than any other breed.” 

One would readily gather from an obser- 
vation of this display and the interest taken 
that the Aberdeen-Angus breed is fast gain- 
ing favor in the Southland and that there 
will be a great influx of breeding cattle of 
this variety as quickly as the tick is eradi- 
cated. The Journal is indebted to Superin- 
tendent Lyerly for the accompanying re- 

port. 

From a perusal of the winnings it is ap- 
parent that Chas. W. Shipton, of lowa, was 
making a good showing against his com- 
petitors in the various classes for while he 
did not land all the first prizes he still was 
able to capture the junior, the senior and 
the grand champion ribbons in both bulls 
and cows. French Broad Farms scored reg- 
urlarly at the top too. These two allowing 
but four firsts to be divided between Har- 
mon and Thompson and this they did equal-

THE LIVE STOCK BUSINESS 
IS ON A GOOD FOUNDATION. 

Using available figures on animals slaughtered in the United 
States under federal inspection during the first eight months of 
the year one may easily arrive at this conclusion. These figures 
show a decline in numbers in cattle, calves and sheep while swine 
alone show an increase over the same period last year. The cattle 
figures show 6,154,484 head this year as against 6,379,556 last 
year, a trifle more than 3% decline; there were 3,319,548 calves 
slaughtered this year as compared with 3,452,919 head last year, 
a decline of nearly 4%; sheep nearly held their own with 8,338- 
874 this year and 8,358,414 last, a decline of about 20,000 head. 
Hogs are listed at 29,573,911 this year as compared with 27,040,203 
last year, an increase of 2,533,708 head or a little better than 9% 
increase. It has been suggested that with industrial conditions in 
general about the same as last year and employment and labor 
about the same it looks like the live stock business is on a good 
going foundation. Beef is holding at a very satisfactory level and

industry in this country. But the question as to when such im : 
tation does menace the live stock industry of this country is lesa 
a matter of opinion. If the Secretary of Agriculture can bar mi 
from South American countries when, in his opinion, the admission 
of such meats is liable to introduce disease into the flocks and 
herds of this country, he can admit such meats when, in his opin- 
ion, their admission is not a menace. In other words, the protec- 
tion which the beef industry of this country now enjoys against 
South American countries depends upon the opinion of one man 
A change in administration might conceivably place in the office of 
Secretary of Agriculture a man who could not see any menace to 
American live stock interests from the importation of chilled beef 
from The Argentine. 

“South American countries want the United States market 
opened to their beef, of which they have an abundance to export. 
They know that United States manufacturers want the South 
American market for their products. Therefore these South Amer- 
ican countries have taken the attitude that unless their beef is ad- 
mitted to this country, our goods shail be barred from theirs. They 
have said so publicly in so many words. They have threatened to 
place an embargo on American goods unless the barrier against 
their beef is removed. There is no doubt that their action is no 
bluff or idle talk. American commercial interests have become 
concerned to the extent that they have brought strong pressure to 
bear to have the interdiction against South American beef remov- 
ed. There is no doubt that this pressure will be continued, and that 
when Congress next assembles there will be clamor for the removal 
of the barrier. 

“This matter is of so much importance to the cattle industry 
of the United States that it behooves every cattle grower to take 
an active interest in it. We would suggest that every cattle grow- 
er and cattle breeder and cattle feeder make it his business to take 
this matter up with his representative in Congress and the Sena- 
tors from his State. Urge them to be on guard against any action 
that would open the ports of this country to a flood of South Amer- 
ican beef. The American beef producer is at least entitled to the 
full benefit of his home market.

In addition to the regular 
money in the grade and cross-bred steer classes there is $188.00 of- 
fered in specials by the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
sociation. The Association also offers a special prize of $50.00 for 
the grand champion steer and $94.00 in specials in the carcass 
classes. It is possible for an Aberdeen-Angus steer to win $400 
in cash, a trophy, a gold watch and a medal.

Sioux City Feeder Show and Sale. 

The twelfth annual stocker and feeder 
show and sale which closed at Sioux City, 
Iowa, October 6th, established new records 
in disposing of cattle through the auction 
ring. The Sioux City Live Stock Record 
had this to say: “With unfavorable weath- 
er for the final day of the show a large 
crowd was on hand hours before the sale 
opened. It was plain to be seen that feed- 
lots are short on cattle. * * * Now with a 
bumper corn crop assured and finished cat- 
tle selling at a new high mark for peace 
times, competition for feeders is keen.” The 
second prize Hereford calves made the fine 
high top of $13.00 per hundred and they 
weighed 409 pounds. 

The first prize Aberdeen-Angus calves 
weighed 453 pounds and were exhibited by 
E. Spangler, of Irwin, Nebraska, and they 
sold to E. H. Birmingham, of Sioux City, at 
$10.25 per hundred. 

E. C. Winkelman, of Lohrville, lowa, paid 
$10.25 per hundred for the first prize 
Aberdeen-Angus yearlings, averaging 816 
pounds and exhibited by Alex Turner, of 
Chester, Montana. The second prize year- 
lings averaged 688 pounds, were exhibited 
by Mr. Spangler and sold to G. Shutte, of 
Pender, Nebraska, at 9.85 per hundred. 

Shorthorns made a good showing too but 
the preponderance of entries were of the 
Hereford variety running in ages from 
calves to three year olds that weighed 1190 
pounds and went to an Eastern Iowa feed- 
lot at $10.35 per hundred. Most of the of- 
ferings found places at lunch counters 
round about Sioux City, indicating that lots 
in that section were not yet filled to over- 
flowing.

The horse industry in the past has been 
built upon sand to a great degree but we 
are now on the verge of placing this indus- 
try upon a rock foundation. Now let us 
present the facts to prove the truth of the 
above statement. 

First, one of the worst agents against 
constructive live stock improvement, is 
speculation. A few years ago when the 
horse business was at its zenith, speculators 
were controlling the industry. There were 
few states which had any laws whatsoever 
against standing any stallion regardless of 
individuality or breeding. Importation was 
playing a strong part in supplying the 
American buyers with breeding stallions. 
There were but very few conservative and 
constructive American breeders. 


Second, educational institutions and law- 
making bodies have been slow to aid the 
horse industry. Horse extension work has 
not been given as much attention in the past 
by the majority of Agricultural schools and 
other agents. 

Third, there have been but few construct- 
ive breeders. The writer has come to this 
conclusion after an extensive survey of 
prize winners at our leading fairs for the 
last twenty years. No particular line has 
perpetuated from one generation to anoth- 
er. There have been some very outstanding 
sires in many of the breeds but the way 
these sires have carried on through their 
sons and daughters is disappointing. 

The fourth reason why the horse business 
has failed in the past is because farmers 
have not been breeding draft horses. Amer- 
ican breeders as a whole have slipped up. 
The horses are not drafty enough to meet 
the demand. I think the business of the 
Holbert Horse Importing Company of Gree- 
ley, Iowa, will substantiate this statement. 
They have made four importations since the 
war, increasing the number imported each 
year. It is very expensive to import horses 
and to record in the American Association, 
but they must have horses to take care of 
the demand and real draft horses with a 
lot of bone and scale cannot be secured in 
large numbers on this side of the water. 
This firm is importing 80 head of stallions 
this year and the stallions which they have 
imported, have demonstrated themselves to 
be very useful in mating with grade mares. 

Now let us turn to the latter part of the 
statement to prove that the horse business 
is getting upon a firm foundation. First, 
since 1920, there has been no room for spec- 
ulation in the horse industry. This quickly 
eliminated the so-called breeders and the 
true-breeders were forced to closely select 
and make every mating as successful as 
possible. A review of prize winners will 


demonstrate, without a question 

of this statement. Second, scarica a 
leges along with the American Draft Horse 
Breeders’ Association, have awakened to 
the fact that the American farmer needs to 
know more about a horse. Nothing has 
demonstrated this more clearly than the 
multiple hitch demonstration. It almost 
seems ridiculous to think we horsemen haye 
slept so long on the job. The fact that one 
man could only drive four horses and that 
if more was driven there must be a lot of 
lines and the driver must be skilled enough 
to go with the Barnum & Bailey shows. Now 
with the multiple hitch, one man can drive 
successfully, six or eight horses with one 
pair of lines, cutting down the cost of pr- 
duction and it is the opinion of the writer 
that this is the biggest thing that the farm. 
er can do to make his business a profitable 
one. 

For example, in the last three months in 
the state of Minnesota, there were held 58 
multiple hitch demonstrations, 53 of which 
were held on farms and the total attendance 
was 6,000. The number of farmers pur- 
chasing the equipment necessary in making 
a multiple hitch while the demonstrator was 
on the grounds, was close to a thousand, In 
the last year, there have been 83 demonstra- 
tions held in Iowa with an attendance of 
15,360. While Indiana is leading in dem- 
onstrating the value of Colt Club work, 
Pennsylvania is aiding their farmers in 
purchasing desirable stallions. Other states 
are taking important steps to help the horse 
industry. 

Another reason why the writer believes 
the horse business is getting on a firmer 
foundation is the fact that good farmers 
pursuing the course of general agriculture, 
are becoming our most constructive breed- 
ers. One example after another can be cit- 
ed where the winners at the best state fairs 
this year came from a practical farm. Glen 
Sonner, Delaware, Ohio, had one of the 
strongest strings of horses exhibited at the 
Illinois and Ohio State Fairs. His aged 


mare, Jean, was champion at both fairs.

Double-Yolk Eggs. 

Eggs with two yolks are very common 
and can be easily recognized by two distinct 
shadows seen while candling. Such eggs 
are generally larger than the normal size 
and should be used at home. 

Other Factors Influencing Interior 
Quality of Eggs. 

Certain feed, such as onions and cabbage, 
and other substances picked up around the 
barnyard may impart a distinct odor or 
flavor to the egg. During the course of a 
year’s production many peculiar types of 
eggs will be laid by apparently normal fowl. 
These may include loose shell membrane 
floating in the egg white; eggs within eggs; 
foreign substances within the egg, these 
substances sometimes replacing the yolk; 
intestinal worms within eggs and abnorm- 
ally shaped eggs. 

The different kinds of eggs before the 
candler appear as follows: 


Fresh—Air cells small, about the size of 
a dime or 3-10 of an inch in diameter. Body 
is full and firm and the albumen viscous. 
The yolk moves but slightly when the egg is 
turned before the candle and is dimly visi- 
ble and free from spots of heat or cold. In 
white eggs the yolk is distinguished more 
plainly than in the brown shelled eggs. 

Heated—The yolk is very dark and easily 
defined; air cells may also be % inch in 
depth if egg is also stale. 

Stale—Air cells vary in depth from % to 
% inch, showing evaporation; body weak 
and watery; yolk is not broken but very 
mobile. If also heated the yolk is clearly 
defined. 

Cracked—Fine white lines show where 
the shell has been broken but the albumen 
is intact. 

Live Germs—The germ spots show var- 
ious stages of development, from a small 
dark spot to a spot of considerable size and 
is readily distinguished before the candle. 

Blood Rings—A concentration of the 
blood in the ring or around the yolk. The 
germ is dead. 

Spot—A black spot on the yolk due to 
dead germ, mould or piece of blood clot 
from the ovary of the hen.

Size of Egg is Influenced Materially by 
Feeding. Producers Should Feed a Balanc- 
ed Ration. 


Mouldy—Black spots singly or in groups 
near the place where the shell has been 
broken or where some foreign material has 
been in contact with the shell, thus develop- 
ing a mould. 

Stuck Yolks—When the yolk becomes at- 
tached to the shell and will not release itself 
upon rapid twisting the condition is known 
as a Stuck Yolk. 

Black Rot—The egg appears partially or 
totally black. 

Other Factors Influencing the Body 
Content of the Egg. 

It has been definitely proven that the size 
of the egg can be affected materially by 
feeding. During the past two years we 
have conducted a number of experiments to 
determine whether or not the viscosity of 
an egg can be influenced by feeding. 

One flock of 500 hens was fed a ration 
containing a supplement made up of 8 per 
cent mineral. Another flock of approxi- 
mately the same number of birds was fed 
a ration made up practically on the same 
basis; however, the mineral was omitted 
The hens were all the same age and both 
pens were given oyster shell in separate 
hoppers. The albumen of the eggs produc- 
ed from the mineral-fed pen was firmer 
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than the albumen of the

Care should be exercised in feeding milk 
to the laying flock. It is best to feed th 
milk diluted with water as the feeding a 
milk too strong may cause a laxative con- 
dition among the hens. Sweet milk and 
sour milk have practically the same food 
value. The sour milk, however, contains the 
acid. In feeding milk one or the other form 
should be used continually. It is not a good 
plan to change from sweet to sour or from 
sour to sweet on short intervals. 

The exterior quality appeals to the eye 
and has a tremendous first selling value, 
The interior quality affects the second sale: 
that is, a buyer may take eggs once on ap- 
pearance but the resale depends upon the 
interior quality of the eggs. 

The producer has an obligation to fulfill 
to the poultry industry because of the influ- 
ential part he plays in conserving the qual- 
ity of a highly perishable market product: 
Eggs. It is his duty to see that his meth- 
ods of handling are not deteriorating the 
value of the product. Time is one of the 
vital factors affecting the interior quality 
of eggs and thousands of dollars can be 
saved annually and prices improved if eggs 
— kept in cool temperatures and marketed 
often.

In the course of two 
years Jim and his fast growing family 
would be back in Iowa and when asked 
about the move Jim would say, “O! we jest 
couldn’t stand Oklahoma any longer.

Care of the Hands. 

The day is past when the country woman 
must stand in awe of her city sister, for 
thanks to the work of the Farm Bureau Ex- 
tension Department for women and wise 
reading she may appear any where an equal 
in grooming and careful dressing. Howev- 
er some farm women are guilty of neglect- 
ing the hands. You know—“Beautiful hands 
are they that do, work that is earnest, good, 
and true. Busy and happy the whole day 
through,” but add a little care and they 
may become more beautiful. No one ad- 
mires an idle, characterless hand however 
soft and white it may be. The capable hand 
deserves a little care and it may be beau- 
tiful regardless of the hard work it does. 

These chilly autumn days are very apt to 
make the hands rough and sore. Much of 
this could be avoided if the hands are al- 
ways wiped dry and a pair of cotton gloves 
is kept in a handy place to be slipped on 
when caring for the chickens or doing out- 
door work. 

A good cold cream or hand lotion should 
always be kept in a convenient place in the 
kitchen and should be well worked into the 
hands after scrubbing, dish washing and 
such work. 

If your hands are in the very worst pos- 
sible condition, try the following bed-time 
method of helping them gain normal 
smoothness. Wash the hands well in soapy 
water, rinsing with warm water, then apply 
a good lotion. I find the medicated vase- 
line preparation very healing. Put on a 
pair of large gloves, cotton ones will do but 
old kid ones are best. Keep them on all 
night. The very first morning will show 
improvement. 

Very hot or very cold water should not 
be used in housework for the sake of the 
hands. Lemon juice should be used to re- 
move stains.

A well made chowder 
is more satisfying than a cream soup. 

Clam Chowder. 
1 pint fresh or canned 2 tablespoons celery 

clams (chopped) 

1 tab'espoon green pepper 
1 tablespoon salt 
onion 4 teaspoon pepper 
cups milk (scalded) 1 tablespoon flour 
Heat clams to boiling point, adding water. 
Cut pork in small pieces, fry, adding celery, 
onion, green pepper chopped. Cook until 
light brown. Add potatoes which have been 
boiled. Brown these in fat. Add clams and 
two cupfuls water. Cook about ten min- 
utes. Add milk and flour which has been 
blended with one tablespoon butter. Serve 
with crackers. 

Corn Chowder. 
slices bacon 2 cups canned corn 
onions 4 teaspoon soda 
potatoes 14 teaspoon pepper 
teaspoonsful salt 1 quart milk (hot) 

1 tablespoon butter 
Cut the bacon into cubes and fry. Re- 
move meat, add onions and potatoes. Brown. 
Cover with water, add salt and pepper. 
Simmer until vegetables are nearly done. 
Add corn. Cook ten minutes more, add the 
soda, add milk. Thicken slightly with flour

Rambouillet Ram—G. H. True 12. 


“Rambouillets are interesting to breed” 
said Prof. True “because there are so many 
things to strive for; size, mutton conforma- 
tion, weight, length and fineness of wool, 
set of horn, etc. I have hoped that we might 
establish the practice among Rambouillet 
breeders of securing official records of wool 
production on the scoured basis, and that is 
one reason for my trying to keep a few 
ewes. I have aimed to set an example in 
this matter of advanced registry.” 

Highest at Kansas City in Seven Years. 

On October 18, 1927, J. E. Hannah & Son, 
of Odessa, Mo., topped the Kansas City 
market and also set a sew high record for 
the past seven years on that market for 
mixed yearlings with 15 head of Aberdeen- 
Angus yearlings of their own raising. The 
cattle brought $16.25 which equalled the 
seven-year top for cattle of any class on the 
open Kansas City market. There were 13 
steers and two heifers in the load. In addi- 
tion the same feeders had 9 heifers and and 
one steer averaging 844 pounds that 
brought $15.50 which was the top for the 
year and since the war period on heifers. 
The $16.25 cattle averaged 1110 pounds. 

That the quality and fat of these cattle 
was excellent is borne out by the fact that 
they were uneven in size. The Hannah herd 
of cows never exceeds 30 and they feed out 
one load of calves each year. These are 
dropped at various times in the season and 
uniformity of weight is impossible under 
those conditions. 

In the past five years Hannah & Son 
have topped the market each time with their 
one load of cattle. The Bowles Live Stock 
Commission Company made all these sales, 
including the ones this year.

The Weatherman Interferes g¢ Beginning 


Oklahoma City’s Horse Show as it is fa- 
miliarly called in that section of the coun- 
try opened under rather dubious auspices 
for the weather man seemed somewhat dis- 
pleased and decided early in the program to 
moisten things a bit. The rain storm of 
Monday drenched the grounds as if the in- 
tention had been to put the fair out of com- 
mission.

With rural conditions 
bright as they are in the Southwest much 
attention was given to the beef cattle sec- 
tion where the Aberdeen-Angus breed was 
fortunate in having for its representatives 
the herds belonging to Jas. B. Hollinger of 
Kansas and J. Garrett Tolan of Illinois. 
These gentlemen have out a fine string of 
cattle and they made a lasting impression 
on those who found interest in the Bonnie 
Blacks. These herds had crossed bats sev- 
eral times before this season so the owners 
had some idea before hand what was going 
to happen when Judge Phil H. Lowery, of 
Ringling, Oklahoma, should enter the ring 
to direct the placing of the ribbons. 

The Tolan herd had been conditioned 
longer and was in higher flesh so naturally 
carried away the bulk of the top honors, 
including the bull as well as the cow cham- 
pionships. The Hollinger herd is a coming 
factor that will have to be considered in 
some of the top notches at the big fairs 
within a very short time now. 

There were three herds of Whitefaces and 
ten exhibitors in the Shorthorn classes, 
making a most attractive beef cattle sec- 
tion in which the two herds of Aberdeen- 
Angus looked well and attracted an unusual 
amount of attention.

The planning of meals, day in, day out, 
becomes more or less of a bugaboo to the 
housewife. How to 
secure the variety 
necessary to please 
the appetites of all 
the members of the 
family, how to al- 
ways provide a bal- 
anced meal — these 
are ever present 
problems. The 
housewife goes a 
long way in provid- 
ing a balanced meal 
when she selects the 
meat dish, since 
meat furnishes pro- 
tein of a high qual- 
ity, iron and phos- 
phorous, two essen- 
tial minerals, fat that provides energy, and 
a measure of vitamins. But we must have 
something besides meat! To be sure, how- 
ever, the selection of the meat dish seems 
to suggest other foods which combine par- 
ticularly well with that kind or cut of meat. 
The menus given here will help to make 
easier the meal planning for November.
